GETTYSBURG, Pa., April 3.— 


The borough council today appealed 
to federal authorities to remove the 
two CCC camps established on the 
Gettysburg battlefield or replace the 
present recruits with white men be- 
fore serious trouble occurs. 


Council acted after hearing nu- 


merous charges that women were 
being annoyed on the streets of 
Gettysburg and that frequent dis- 
turbances were provoked by the CCC 
boys in the negro sections of the 
city. 


The councilmen further charged 
that many of the 250 members of 
the camp can be found loitering on 
the streets of Gettysburg almost any 
hour of the day Instead of at work 
on forest projects. The personnel 
of the two camps is comprised al- 
most entirely of negroes from New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. 


Workers who have been employed 


on CWA projects assembled as their 
various projects at 10 o'clock this 
morning and learned whether they 
will go to work on Wednesday 
morning or will report to the Relief 
Board for re-classification. Nearly 
half of the men were given re-class- 
ification slips and must now pre- 
sent themselves to the Relief Board 
before they can return to work. 
'In the hurry of getting out the 


slips, there may have been some 
mistakes" said L. B. Round, direc- 
tor of the Works Division. 
"Un- 


doubtedly there are some men who 


j 


were given re-classification slips 
who should have been ordered to 
work on Wednesday. These errors 
will be straightened out in a short 
time." 


Most of the larger projects will 


be under way on Wednesday. The 
rates of pay established are fifty 
cents per hour for labor, 75. cents 
for semi-skilled, and $1 per hour 
for skilled labor. 
The men who 
start work on Wednesday will work 
exactly the same as they did under 
the CWA but will be under the 
Works Division of the Emergency 
Relief Board.

HARRISBURG, April 3.—The 


Public Service commission on its 
own volition today undertook a 
campaign by which it hopes to 
force every utility company in 
(he state to reduce its rates to a 
point where the net return will 
be only six per cent instead of 
seven per cent as at present. 
By a unanimous vote of its six 


members the commission t o d a y 
adopted a resolution establishing six 
per-cent as a fair and reasonable re- 
turn for utilities as long as present 
economic conditions prevail. 


Many Affected 


Representatives of public service 


companies earning more than six 
per cent on the value of their pro- 
perty, under terms of the resolution, 
will be invited to meet with the 
commission in informal conferences 
to revise rate structures to conform 
with the newly established return. 


Among companies affected by the 


order are those furnishing tele- 
phone, light, heat, water, gas and 
transportation service to the general 
public. 


Annual reports of all the nearly 


4200 utility companies !n Pennsyl- 
vania under the commissions juris- 
diction were filed by March 31. The 
resolution instructed the commis- 
sion's bureau of accounts, rates and 
statistics to base the studies on 
which the new rates will be fixed on 
these 1932 reports.

MAKING SPECULATION "SAFE" 


S 


OME cynic the other day, referring to the present effort in con 


gress to put through a drastic bill for regulating the stock 


markets of the country, made the remark that the government 


. was now seeking to make "speculation safe for democracy." 


Some control of our markets where securities as veil as 


commodities are bought and sold, is of course necessary and de- 
sirable. There should be the fullest publicity required about ail 
securities which are offered for sale, and concerning the com- 
panies who are offering the securities. 
Neither should specula- 


tion on thin margins be encouraged. Just how much of this reg- 
ulation the government should have a hand in, and how much 
ought to be left to the good judgment of the stock exchanges 
themselves is of course a matter for honest difference of opinion. 


But aside from this, the cynical remark quoted above will 


bear some thinking about. 
It will never be possible for this gov- 


ernment or any other government to make "speculation safe for 
democracy." 
So long as there are suckers who like to buy 


things because they look cheap, who think they can get some- 
thing for nothing, or acquire riches by taking long changes, there 
is going to be unwise speculation. 


And even the cleverest of those who deal in high finance 


get caught once in awhile, which makes speculation all the more 
a dangerous game for the novice. 


The government cannot protect the plunger and the sucker 


against the results of their own folly, much as it may desire to do 
so. 
Something must be left to individual effort, despite 'all 


socialist theory to the contrary. 
The.government cannot make 


a man a good financier, or a shrewd speculator, if nature has 
made him a reckless fool, any more than the government can 
make the lazy man prosperous, or a profligate on successful. 
, 


Too many people in the United States seem now relying 


on the government to pull them-out of a hole which they dug for 
themselves. This it is.impossible for the government to do, no 
matter what administration is in power. 
This paternalistic idea 


of government is not of American origin.' It was not employed 
by the men who converted this continent from a wilderness into 
the greatest of modern nations. 
If the stuidy pioneers had 


wailed for the government to protect them in their pioneer ef- 
forts and to do their trail blazing for them, the United States, if 
it existed at all, would still comprise a fringe of settlements along 
the'Atlantic coast. The paternalistic theory has come to us late- 
ly from Europe. 


If any man thinks that the government can frame a- law 


which will enable the Federal Trade Commission or any other 
commission to make him a successful trader, he is in for a "rude 
awakening. Only brains and long vision can do this, backed by- 
plenty of nioney and still more luck. 


Even the Brain Trust has not yet found a formula for 


changing the lamb into a wolf. And we doubt if it ever will.

made him a reckless fool, any more than the government can 
make the lazy man prosperous, or a profligate on successful.

of Agriculture Wallace today warn- 
ed a regional dairy conference here 
against "regimentation." 


"I think we must look forward to 


more and more reliance upon volun- 
tary cooperation among fanners, 
and view proposals for regimenta- 
tion with skepticism, at least until 
experiment proves their worth," he 
said. 
He revealed his department ex- 


. pects shortly to offer farmers a form 


of composite production control, to 
be effected through country produc- 
tion control units of the farmers 
themselves, on which benefit pay- 
ments would be made on mixed, farm 
products. He asked his audience to 
consider such a plan for later dis- 
cussion. 


Program Defended. 


Defending the dairy program now 


being discussed at regional meetings 
throughout the country, Wallace 
said that consumer purchasing power 
was the index to the situation, and 
that with present city buying power, 
"^•e have at least 3,000,000 too many 
cows.11 


He advocated more participation 


by consumer interests in the various 
production control discussions, and 
said a special survey is being made 
by the consumers' council of the 


AAA to determine the needs of 
school children, whose" milk con- 
sumption is influenced by their par- 
ents' pocketbooks. 


An appropriation is pending In 


congress to enable a wider distribu- 
tion to be made of surplus milk 
among school children, Wallace re- 
called.

Sixteen Remain 
In Governor Race 


Only Two Republicans With­ 
draw From Gubernatorial 
Primary Race 


DEMOCRATS ALSO 
HAVE BIG FIELD

HARRISBURG, April 3.—lust 
six weeks from decision time, 
Pennsylvania’s unorthodox pri­ 
mary campaign began in ear­ 
nest today with only scattered 
identations on the

try lists for state-wide, congres­ 
sional and legislative party nom­ 
inations. 
Voters, 
especially 
Republicans, 
were assured of an unprecedented 
array of names on their ballot May 
15, from which cC select candidates 
for governor, lieutenant governor, 
United States senator, secretary of 
internal affairs, justice of the su­ 
perior court, representatives in con­ 
gress and the state legislature. 
Sixteen In Governor Race. 
The unparalleled G. O. P. guber­ 
natorial scramble lost only two of 
its original quota of 18 candidates 
during yesterday’s last day for with­ 
drawing from the contest. Running 
with the 16 aspirants to succeed 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot are 14 of the 
original 17 Republican candidates 
for lieutenant governor, four for sec­ 
retary of internal affairs, two for 
the superior court judgeship and 
five for United States senator. 
In the Democratic camp, three 
candidates locked 
horns for the 
senatorial assignment, five were op­ 
posed for the governorship, four for 
lieutenant governor, three for inter­ 
nal affairs and four for the high 


Both the Socialist and the Prohi­ 
bition parties have complete state­ 
wide tickets in the field. 
Two Withdraw. 
State Chairman Edward Martin 
and Edward J. Hunter, workmen’s 
compensation board commissioner 
and Pinchot lieutenant, were the 
only withdrawals from the G. O. P. 
gubernatorial primary. 
Hunter made no comment with 
his withdrawal but it was generally 
understood the chief executive asked 
Hunter to remove his name. 
Martin retrieved his hat from the 
ring “to better serve Pennsylvania 
from the ranks.” 
The state chairman’s withdrawal 
came one minute before the dead­ 
line, after an all-day conference 
with party leaders in a last desper­ 
ate effort to obtain party accord on 
a “harmony candidate.” 
Martin is 
reported to have sought vainly thru- 
out the day to obtain agreement for 
Lieut. Gov. Edward C. Shannon, his

time ambassador. 
Congressional scraps loom in virt­ 
ually every one of the 34 districts, 
with Democrats crowding the field 
in many localities. 
All but two of 
the present Washington legislative 
delegation are seeking re-election. 
I Those who dropped out were Edward 
L. Stokes, Philadelphia, who is in 
the Republican gubernatorial race, 
and Thomas C. Cochran from the 
Clarion, Elk, Forest, Mercer, Venan­ 
go, Warren county district. 
Re-election to the state senate did 
not prove quite as attractive eight 
of the 25 senators whose terms ex­ 
pire either did not file or withdrew 
from the contest.

Sixteen In Governor Race. 


The unparalleled G. O. P. guber- 


natorial scramble lost only two of 
its original quota of 18 candidates 
during yesterday's last day for with- 
drawing from the contest. Running 
with the 16 aspirants to succeed 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot are 14 of the 
original 17 Republican candidates 
for lieutenant governor, four for sec- 
retary of internal affairs, two for 
the superior court judgeship and 
five for United States senator. 


In the Democratic camp, three 


candidates 
locked horns for the 


senatorial assignment, five were op- 
posed for the governorship, four for 
lieutenant governor, three for inter- 
nal affairs and four for the high 
court bench. 


Both the Socialist and the Prohi- 


bition parties have complete state- 
wide tickets in the field. 


Two Withdraw. 


State Chairman Edward Martin 


and Edward J. Hunter; workmen's 
compensation board commissioner 
and Pinchot lieutenant, were the 
only withdrawals from the G. O. P.

Into Death Of 
Jobn Pack Here 


Coroner's J u r y Absolves 


Earl Fleischer Of Blame 


For Death Of Man 


TESTIMONY SHOWS 


VICTIM WAS STRUCK 


Jury Recommends Provision 


Be Made For Pedestrians 


On Wurtemburg Road 


ELLWOOD CITY, April 3.—As a 


result of testimony given by a num- 
ber of people at a coroner's inquest 
Into the. death of John Pack of this 
city, the coroner's jury found that 
the man had died as a result of in- 
juries received on the Ellwood- 
Wurtemburg- road, March 25 at 
atout 10:40 p. m. The Jury stated 
that they believed that Pack was 
struck by an auto previous to being 
run over by a car operated by Earl 
Fleischer of this city, and recom- 
mended that Fleischer be absolved 
of responsibility for the death. 


Pack died at the Ellwood hospital 


three days later from his injuries. 


One of the features of the inquest 


was a strong plea and recommenda- 
tion of the coroner's Jury that pro- 
per provision be made for the safety 
of pedestrians along the Wurtem- 
burg road, which is narrowband has 
been the cause of three deaths al- 
ready, besides a number of acci- 
dents. 
The Inquest brought out some new 


developments lir-the case. The tes- 
timony of John King who had wit- 
nessed the accident and Fleischer 
himself, brought out that Fleischer's 
car had not run over the Inert body, 
which was lying parallel with the 
road, but had straddled it instead. 


Dr. M. E. Helling who had attend- 


ed Pack stated that is his opinion 
the injury which caused his death, 
could not have been done had Fleis- 
cher's car run over the body. In 
this case it was very probable that 
the whole chest would have been 
crushed. From his examination of 
the injury, which was a crushed left 
chest, Dr. Helling was inclined to 
think that it was done by a severe 
blow with some hard object, such as 
might be done by a headlight of a 
car. Also there was an ..injury to 
Mr. Pack's hip which could be done 
by being struck with a fender of a 
car. Dr. Helling also disspelled the 
possibility that Mr. Pack may have 
suffered a heart attack. 


David Brown of this city told 


County Coroner Orvllle Potter and 
Corp. L. J. Lawton, who conducted 
the inquest, that he had heard two 
screeching of brakes fifteen minutes 
apart from the scene of the acci- 
dent, from his home. He also stated 
as did Charles Glover that he had 
assisted Mr. King and Mr, Fleischer 
in taking the injured man to the lo- 
cal hospital.

ELLWOOD CITY, April 3.—As a 
result of testimony given by a num­ 
ber of people at a coroner’s inquest 
Into the death of John Pack of this 
city, the coroner’s jury found that 
the man had died as a result of in­ 
juries received on the Ellwood- 
Wurtemburg road, March 25 at 
about 10:40 p. m. The jury stated 
that they believed that Pack was 
struck by an auto previous to being 
run over by a car operated by Earl 
Fleischer of this city, and recom­ 
mended that Fleischer be absolved 
of responsibility for the death. 
Pack died at the Ellwood hospital 
three days later from his injuries. 
One of the features of the inquest 
was a strong plea and recommenda­ 
tion of the coroner’s jury that pro­ 
per provision be made for the safety 
of pedestrians along the Wurtem­ 
burg road, which is narrow and has 
been the cause of three deaths al­ 
ready, besides a number of acci­ 
dents. 
The inquest brought out some new 
developments lit the case. The tes­ 
timony of John King who had wit­ 
nessed the accident and Fleischer 
hiniself. brought out that Fleischer's 
car had not run over the inert body, 
which was lying parallel with the 
road, but had straddled it instead. 
Dr. M. E. Helling who had attend­ 
ed Pack stated that is his opinion 
the injury which caused his death, 
could not have been done had Fleis­ 
cher’s car run over the body. In 
this case it was very probable that 
the whole chest would have been 
crushed. From his examination of 
the injury, which was a crushed left 
chest, Dr. Helling was inclined to 
think that it was done by a severe 
blow* with some hard object, such as 
might be done by a headlight of a 
car. Also there was an injury to 
Mr. Pack’s hip which could be done 
by being struck with a fender of a 
car. Dr. Helling also disspelled the 
possibility that Mr. Pack may have 
suffered a heart attack. 
David Brown of this city told 
County Coroner Orville Potter and 
Corp. L. J. Lawton, who conducted 
the inquest that he had heard two 
screeching of brakes fifteen minutes 
apart from the scene of the acci­ 
dent. from his home. He also stated 
as did Charles Glover that he had 
assisted Mr. King and Mr. Fleischer 
in taking the injured man to the lo­ 
cal hospital. 
The coroner’s jury was composed 
of T. H. Jones, R. T. Sitler, S. D. 
Coates, C. D. Ross, B. B. Henderson, 
and Joseph Young.

Agree On Verdict 
In Accident Case 


Settlement Of Suits Brought By 
Mr. And Mrs. Whiteman 
For Son’s Death 


Settlement was made before Judge 
R. L. Hildebrand at court today in 
the cases of Frank and Elizabeth 
Whiteman against John A. Weber, 
and the same plaintiffs against the 
Harmony Short Motor Transporta­ 
tion Company.

Earl Fleischer Of Blame 


For Death Of Man 


TESTIMONY SHOWS 


VICTIM WAS STRUCK 


Jury Recommends Provision 


Be Made For Pedestrians 


On Wurtemburg Road 


ELLWOOD CITY, April 3.—As a 


result of testimony given by a num- 
ber of people at a coroner's inquest 
into the death of John Pack of this 
city, the coroner's jury found that 
the man had died as a result of in- 
juries received on the Ellwood- 
Wurtemburg' road, March 25 at 
about 10:40 p. m. The Jury stated 
that they believed that Pack was 
struck by an auto previous to being 
run over by a car operated by Earl 
Fleischer of this city, and recom- 
mended that Fleischer be absolved 
of responsibility for the death. 
Pack died at the Ellwood hospital 


three days later from his injuries. 


One of the features of the inquest 


was a strong plea and recommenda- 
tion of the coroner's jury that pro- 
per provision be made for the safety 
of pedestrians along the Wurtem- 
burg road, which is narrow and has 
been the cause of three deaths al- 
ready, besides a number of acci- 
dents. 
The inquest brought out some new 
developments urthe case. The tes- 
timony of John King who had wit- 
nessed the accident and Fleischer 
hiiiself, brought out that Fleischer's 
car had not run over the Inert body, 
which was lying parallel with the 
road, but had straddled it instead. 
Dr. M. E. Helling who had attend- 


ed Pack stated that is his opinion 
the injury which caused his death, 
could not have been done had Fleis- 
cher's car run over the body. In 
this case it was very probable that 
the whole chest would have been 
crushed. From his examination of 
the injury, which was a crushed left 
chest, Dr. Helling was inclined to 
think that it was done by a severe 
blow with some hard object, such as 
might be done by a headlight of a 
car. Also there was an ..injury to 
Mr. Pack's hip which could be done 
by being struck with a fender of a 
car. Dr. Helling also disspelled the 
possibility that Mr. Pack may have 
suffered a heart attack. 


David Brown of this city told 


County Coroner Orville Potter and 
Corp. L. J. Lawton, who conducted 
the inquest that he had heard two 
screeching of brakes fifteen minutes 
apart from the scene of the acci- 
dent, from his home. He also stated 
as did Charles Glover that he had 
assisted Mr. King and Mr. Fleischer 
in taking the injured man to the lo- 
cal hospital. 


The coroner's jury was composed 


of T. H. Jones, R. T. Sltler, S. D.
